DETROIT UNABLE TO MEET 
PAYROLL; PLANS ALLOTMENT 


Each City Employe to Get Two- 
Thirds of Salary Until 
June 30. 
By the Assoctated Press. . 

DETROIT, Mich., April 7.—For 
the first time in its history, the 
city of Detroit is in default in mu- 
nicipal payrolls. 

Controller G. Hall Roosevelt yes- 
terday held up payment of $496.,- 
024 due to a group o mployes, 
some of whom are laborers, while 
he awaited instructions from the 
City Council and Mayor Murphy on 
how to handle funds available for 
payroll purposes between now and 
the end of the fiscal year June 3. 

He will meet with the City Coun- 
cil today to get instructions, in ac- 
cordance, with a Council resolution 
adopted last night, to allot payroll 
funds pro rata among all employes. 
The Council has 72 hours in which 
to reconsider that action. 

There is available $950,000. Had 
he met the payroll in full, he ex- 
plained, there would be insufficient 
funds left to meet payrolls for the 
bulk of city employes, due April 15. 

It is.expected that the payrolls 
now due will be met within a day 
or two on an allotment basis which, 
Councilmen estimate, will give 
each employe approximately two- 
thirds of ‘is salary for the rest of 
the fiscal year.

When Curtis returned to Nor- 
folk yesterday by plane, he imme- 
diately went into conference with 
Admiral Burrage and the very Rev. 
Dean H. Dobson-Peacock. 

Curtis seemed to be in high spir- 
its and it was observed his an- 
nouncement was the most definite 
that has come from the three Nor- 
folk men since they began their 
efforts to recover the child on 
March 9. 

Admiral Burrage said that he 
would announce it immediately if 
the Lindbergh baby had been re- 
turned, “unless Col. Lindbergh re- 
quested us not to do so, and he 
has. .not made such a request.” 

Iie said it might be assumed the 
negotiations were proceeding as 
rapidly as possible but that he did 
not know when the next step would 
be taken or how much longer it 
would take to complete the work.

After Waiving Challenge, 
Excuses Chinese and 
Fight Over Veniremen 
is Resumed.

HONOLULU, April 7.—A jury to 
try Mrs. Granville Fortescue and 
three navy men accused of lynch- 
ing Joseph Kahahawali, young na- 
tive, was nearly completed here to- 
day, but a move by Clarence Dar- 
row, noted defense attorney, upset 
the lineup and the fight between 
him and John C. Kelley, public 
prosecutor, continued. 

With seven Caucasians and five 
others in the jury box, Kelley an- 
nounced he was ready to begin pre- 
senting the evidence, but Darrow, 
who previously had waived his 
tenth peremptory challenge and 
said he was ready to go ahead 
with the jury if the prosecutor was, 
excused Kam Tai. Lee, a young 
Chinese. 

in his place was drawn Theodore 
Bush, an American civil engineer. 
Then. Kelley changed his mind, 
na reaching into the list to pick 
out, one by one, slips containing 
the names of veniremen, went on. 


With almost unfailing regularity 
the drawing favored the defense, 
with Darrow fishing for white jury- 
men and Kelley seeking Orientals 
or Hawaliians. 

A Chinese was drawn and quick- 
ly excused. Then came Peter Mc- 
Lean, a Scot, who was accepted, 
making the jury two-thirds Cau- 
casian. 

Three Whites Removed. 

The prosecution summarily re-. 
moved three of the whites on per- 
emptory challenges and the de- 
fense with a like number of chal- 
lenges excused one Chinese and 
one Hawaiian and waived one 
challenge. 

Despite the efforts of Darrow to 
get an all-white panel, it appears 
cértain the jury will be of mixed 
races. 

Seven races were represented by 
the 12 men tentatively seated at 
the opening of the fourth day of 
the trial today, and Darrow ad- 
mittedly was stumped. 


Commenting on the prosecution’s 
elimination of white veniremen in 
rapid fire order with peremptory 
challenges, Darrow then predicted 
that no more than three white men 
would be finally accepted on the 
jury. He said that, for the first 
time in his 54 years of law prac- 
tice, he was a little puzzled when 
talking to prospective jurymen. 


“I can’t quite make it out.” 
Darrow said.. “I’ve had pretty fair 
luck with juries, but some of these 
I can’t quite tell about. I never 
tried a case before Chinese jury- 
men.” 


The tentative jurors at the open- 
ing of today’s session were three 
Americans, two Chinese, two Ha- 
walians, a Swede, a Scotchman, a 
German, a Portuguese and a Chi- 
hese-American. All, however, are 
United States citizens. 


The number of Anglo-Saxons, 
whom Darrow. has seated whenever 
possible, was depleted rapidly by 
the prosecution when it began ex- 
ercising its 24 peremptory chal- 
lenges, eight of which were used 
before adjournment yesterday. Dar- 
row countered by removing -Ha- 
waiians and Orientals with as many 
peremptory challenges. 


Many Removed for Cause. 
Many talesmen, both Anglo- 
Saxon and of the Eastern races, 
were removed for cause almost as 


rapidly as they were seated—al- 
most invariably because they had 
formed an opinion as to the guilt 
or innocence of the defendants. 
Where an opinion is expressed, the 
Orientals with few exceptions fa- 
vor the prosecution. The Anglo- 
Saxons lean toward -the defense. — 

While counsel maneuvered for 
the most favorable jury, Mrs. 
Fortescue listened calmly. Her son- 
in-law, Lieut. Thomas H. Massie.

CLEARED OF CONTEMPT CHARGE 
BECAUSE SHE IS A WOMAN 


Schenectady Official Not Aware of 
Importance of Court Order, 
Judge Says. ~~

SCHENECTADY, N. Y., April 7. 
—-A contempt charge against Mrs. 
Izetta Jewel Miller, director of 
Schenectady’s Municipal Welfare 
Bureau, was dismissed today by 
Supreme Court Justice Christoph- 
er J. Heffernan. 

The Justice decided that if Mrs. 
Miller failed to‘regard a court or- 
der for the reinstatement of Miss 
Frances Rexford, a member of her 
bureau, it was because she was a 
woman and a layman and not in- 
formed of the importance of obey- 
ing a court order promptly. Miss 
Rexford has returned to work since 
the contempt proceedings were 
Mrs. Miller 
is known politically for the speech 
at the Democratic National conven- 
tion of 1924 seconding the nomina- 
tion of John W. Davis for Presi- 
dent.

WISCONSIN VOTE ~ 
ROOSEVELT BEST 
SHOWING TO DATE 


Victory Is Sharp Reversal 
for Al Smith in State 
Which Started Midwest 
Swing to Him in 1928. 


REMARKABLE GAIN 


Cast Nearly Million Bal- 
lots in Primary — New

York Governor 


About 150 Delegates.

WASHINGTON, April 7.—The 
opinion prevailed among Demo- 
cratic leaders here today that the 
presidential candidacy of former 
Gov. Smith has been hurt beyond 
repair by the primary vote yester- 
terday in Wisconsin, where th 
Roosevelt slate of delegates rolled 
up a thumping majority over an 
uninstructed slate backed by the 
Smith forces. 

Roosevelt's impressive victory, 
the most significant he hus yet 
scored, came on top of his defeat 
of Smith in New Hampshire and 
hig more recent successes in Maine 
and Iowa. Word has also reached 
Washington that the Smith cam- 
paign in Connecticut and that in 
Pennsylvania, where the primary 
will be held April 26, have both 
proved disappointing to his sup- 
porters. 

Smith’s best remaining chance 
to obtain delegates is in the Mas- 
sachusetts primary on April 26, but 
even here he is faced with stiff 
competition. In view of his set- 
backs elsewhere, observers arc 
saying that a victory for him in 
Massachusetts would do but little 
to resuscitate his candidacy. 

The result in Wisconsin is in 
striking contrast with the action 
of that State in 1928, It was one 
of the first states to go for Smith 
that year, and the impetus given 
by its vote helped to start the 
Smith band wagon rolling in the 
middle West and West. History is 
now apparently reversing itself. 

Roosevelt's victory in Wisconsin 
added 25 or 26 to his list of pledged 
delegates, bringing the total to 
about 150. No candidate has yet 
beaten him in a straight-out test 
of strength. 

Even more illuminating than 
Roosevelt’s defeat of Smith, which 
was expected, was the size of the 
Democratic vote in a State where 
the Deu. ocrats are usually outvoted 
three or four to one. While it fell 
short of the total on the Republic- 
an side, it ran more than a million, 
as compared with the 68,000 re- 
ceived by John W. Davis in 1924 
and the 450,000 received by Smith 
in 1928. 

It is clear from the returns that 
Republicans by the thousands went 
into the Democratic primary. 
Predicting that this protest vote 
would be carried over into the No- 
vember election, Democratic lead- 
ers jubilantly shifted Wisconsin 
into their column of “doubtful” 
states,

HAWKS HURT IN CRASH 
OF PLANE AT TAKEOFF 


Ship Upsets on Soft Field at

Capt. Frank M. Hawks, noted flyer 


and holder of transcontinental air 
speed records, was seriously injured 
today when his plane crashed as he 
attempted to take off from Worces- 
ter airport. 

A soft field forced Hawks to at- 
tempt a takeoff from a dirt road 
cutting across the airport, but this 
proved unsatisfactory, and he then 
took off across the field. Unable to 
gain the 70-mile-an-hour speed 
necessary to lift his ton-and-a 
half ship from the field, his plane 
plowed through underbrush and 
then struck a stone wall, over- 
turning while traveling at a 60-

I greatly welcome the re- 
sponse of your committee to my, 
suggestion that the fiscal situation 
necessitates honest, courageous and 
non-partisan action in the develop- 
ment of a national economy pro- 
gram and the preparation of a dcfi- 
nite comprehensive bill that will 
assure its accomplishment.

Anheuser-Busch Inc., One 
of 14 Manufacturers Af- 
fected by Federal Court 
Anti-Trust Decree.

CHICAGO, April 7.—A consent 
decree, issued here yesterday, re- 
strains the Corn Derivatives Insti- 
tute and 14 manufacturers and dis- 
tributors of corn products, includ- 
ing Anheuser-Busch, Inc.. of St 
Lovis, from continuing trade prac- 
tices which the Government 
charged were in violation of the 
Sherman antitrust act. , 

Federal Judge Woodward en- 
tered the decree. The Government 
charged that the 14 manufacturers 
and distributors, producing about 
$8 per cent of the country’s corn 
syrup, starch and sugar and using 
more than 85,000,000. bushels of 
corn anfually, about 30 per cent 
of the country’s production, ecn- 
tered a conspiracy in restraint of 
trade through the institute. 
The Government alleged that the 
Corn Derivatives Institute-was used 
by the other 14 defendants as 4 
price fixing agency. It was charged 
that prices were fixed and produc- 
tion regulated through the institute 
by a system of reports on prices, 
production, terms of sales and 
audits and inquiries to detect in- 
fractions of agreements. Prices 
were quoted, it was alleged, under 
a basing point system based on an 
assumption that all shipments 
originated in Chicago, whereas in 
fact shipments actually were made 
from widely separated points of 
manufacture. 

Under the decree, the defendants 
were required to dissolve the in- 
stitute within 30 days and to re- 
frain from the practices cited. 
Deféndants, in addition to An- 
heuser-Busch and the Corn De- 
rivatives Institute, were American 
Maize Products Co., Clinton Corn 
Syrup Refining Co., Clinton Corn 
Syrup Sales Co., Corn Products Re- 
firing Co., Corn Products Sales Co., 
Hubinger Co., Huron Milling Co., 
Keever Starch Co., Penick & Ford 
Sales Co., BE.

He argued that the accumulation of 
great wealth in a limited § circle 
served to provide “working capi- 
tal” for American industry, and 
that any mov-ment to dissipate the 


the business of the country. 

He declared himself opposed to 
any*®inovement to redistribute the 
national wealth, on the ground that 
such a_ redistribution would put 
the fluid capital of industry into 
incompetent or inexperienced 
hands, and deprive it of the force 
and direction which, he said, goes 
with concentration. 


Opposes High Estate Taxes. 

The Treasury Secretary’s dec- 
laration was provoked by the 
provision in. the tax bill adopt- 
ed by the House, which would 
impose a tax of 45 per cent on in- 
herited wealth above the first $10,- 
000,000. Mills said this rate was 
too high. He denounced it as 
“unsound” and “confiscatory,” and 
declared it would discourage cap- 
ital from investing in productive 
enterprises. 
“TI believe it is sound economics,” 
he said, “to have large aggrega- 
tions of wealth in a given number 
of hands. “That is the way the 
working capital of industry and 
business is mobilized and main- 
lained. When you distribute it 
among a large number of people, 
it loses force and direction, just 
as a regiment of soldiers -_ loses 
force and direction when its mem- 
bers are scattered. 


“Moreover, to impose a tax of 
45 per cent on an estate will have 
the effect, in many cases, of dis- 
rupting going businesses. Admin- 
istrators will be unable to raise 
the ready cash for payment of the 
tax, and will be compelled to 
liquidate estates at a sacrifice. 
Rather than impose such a tax, 
I should prefer to see the Govern- 
ment go to the Socialistic extreme 
of maintaining the estates in semi- 
public trusts, from which it would 
receive part of the income. 


“Understand me—I do not ad- 
vocate such a course. I believe 
firmly in the present capitalistic 
system of economy under which 
we have become the greatest and 
most prosperous industrial nation 
in the world. I believe in keeping 
the nation’s wealth in the hands 
of those who know best how to 
use it in preducing more wealth.”

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WAYS OF CUTTING 
EXPENDITURES BY 
STATE DISCUSSED 


Conference’ on Missouri 
Government Héld at 
Mergers Urged. 


Persons interested in the State 
government of Missour! from vary- 
ing viewpoints joined in a discus- 
sion last night at Temple Shaare 
Emeth on what can be done to sim, 
plify it, make it more efficient and 


less expensive. 

The gathering, under auspices of 
the League of Women Voters, was 
announced as a Socratic conveérsa- 
tion, but the speakers limited 
themselves almost altogether to 
making statements instead of talk- 
ing with each other. 

Several hundred persons were 
present. All of the candidates of 
both parties for Governor were in- 


vited as speakers. State Senator 
Russell L. Dearmont, Democrat, 
and Lieutenant-Governor Edward 
H. Winter, Republican, accepted, 
but Winter was unable to attend. 

The short ballot, which would 
limit State elective positions to the 
governorship and a few other 
places; executive budgeting, de- 
partmental consolidation and cen- 
tralized purchasing were the chief 
suggestions made. 

Sheets compiled by the Associ- 
ated Industries were distributed, 
_ showing the cost of the State gov- 
ernment had increased 444 per 
cent in the last 28 years. é 

Expenditures in the biennium of 
1901-02 were shown as $5,330,432 
end those in the biennium of 
1929-30, as $29,020,458. In some 
instances departments were not cre- 
ated until after 1901, in which case 
the comparison was given for the 
first biennium available. The larg- 
est increase was 7.33 per cent for 
the State Board of Charities and 
Corrections, and the smallest 33 
per cent for the Board of Managers 


of Eleemosynary Institutions. The | 


only decreases Were for the Secur- 
ities Department, State Library and 
Board of Optometry. 

Dearmont for Short Ballot. 

Dearmont said the need for a 
business-like reorganization of the 
administrative machinery was un- 
disputed. He said the depression 
was arousing greater interest in 
government, which offered a fruit- 
ful opportunity for reform. He 
advocated the short ballot, limiting 
the responsibility for administra- 
tion and giving the voters a better 
chance to inform themselves on 
candidates. This would improve 
the gove:nment, he asserted. 

Budgeting for the State under di- 
rection of the Governor was ap- 
proved by Dearmont. He criticised 
the system of collecting various 
revenues through “almost every of- 
fice in the State House except the 
Governor's.” Collection should be 
concentrated. The present plan 
gives elective officials more patron- 
age, the Senator pointed out, de- 
nouncing the spoils system. 

“We ought to brush aside all 
functions of the State government 
which are not fundamentally its 
duty,” Dearmont continued, with 
reference to the growing volume of 
activities. “The most inexcusably 
extravagant agencies of the State 
government are those which collect 
their own fees from the citizens 
and claim to be self-supporting. I 
understand the State owns $2,000,- 
000 worth of @utomobiles, Many 
of these are used by inspectors for 
various departments, many of 
whom have no particular ability for 
their work. My information is that 
they inspect chiefly the cash reg- 
ister and collect fees. There is too 
little co-operation and too much 
jealousy among etective State offi- 
cers. If*I were Governor I would 
try to join the various officers in a 
sort of cabinet.” 

Lloyd M. Short, professor of po- 
litical science at the University of 
Missouri, traced the movement for 
improving the State government 
from 1917, saying the brunt of the 
efforts had been borne by the As- 
sociated “ndustries and the League 
of Women Voters. ; 

Three things he listed as largely 
responsible for failure to carry 
the movement far were: Proposals 
too frequently were regarded as 
partisan measures; opposition of 
the elective officials, particularly 
the Secretary of State, the State 
Treasurer and the State Auditor; 
lack of a Governor who took office 
with such reform as a ggimary pro- 
gram. 

Program of Farm Group. 

State Senator D, L. Bales of Em- 
inence, chairman of a committee 
created by the Missouri Farmers’ 
Association to seek economy in the 
State government, said his group 
was preparing to work for the fol- 
lowing proposals: 

Consolidation of all revenue col- 
lections by the Staie, except gen- 
eral property taxes, which are col- 
lected in the counties; executive 
budgeting, to be attained by alloyw- 
ing the Governor to veto portions 
of appropriations as well as entire 
items; limiting the Legislature to 
150 clerks and a requirement for 
prompt adjournment in the decen- 
nial revision sessions: substitution 
of modern methods for the anti- 
quated practice of writing out 
legislative bills in longhand. 

Accomplishment of some of these 
will require constitutional amend- 
ments. Bales said centralized pur- 
chasing could be attained by legis- 
lative enactment. 

Carter W. Atkins, director of the 
Bureau of Municipal Research, 
asked questions of several others 
on the platform. In_ response, 


Dearmont expressed the opinion: 
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that there should be a bureau to 


aid the Governor in ~oudgeting. 


Prof. Short, answering another 
question, asserted that all _ State 
agencies, including the university, 
should be subject to budget contro! 
in planning of expenditures though 
he was openminded as to giving 4 
general control in making expendi- 
tures. Ralph Compton of the As- 
sociated Industriés said centralized 
purchasing should restrict the vari- 
ety of specifications by departments 
but said centralized buying could 
be carried so far as to become in- 
efficient. 

Mrs. Virgil Loeb, presiding, sug- 
gested an expert survey of the State 
administration.

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FROM TRUST LAW VIOLATIONS 


Balaban and Katz, Chicago, 
Charged Also With Restraint 
of Trade in Films, 

CHICAGO, April 7.—The Para- 
mount-Publix Corporation and the 
Balaban and Katz Corporation were 
enjoined in a Federal Court con- 
sent decree yesterday from further 
alleged violations of the Sherman 


‘anti-trust act in connection with 


distribution of motion picture films. 

Restraint of trade and discrim- 
ination against competitors was 
charged. Several film companies 
and theaters affiliated with the 
two corporations also were named 
in the decree. 

Among the, practices prohibited 

are so-called ‘“‘zoning and clearance 
schedules,” which the prosecution 
alleged were made up in order to 
prevent owners of smaller unaf- 
filiated theaters from obtaining 
films except on unfair terms and 
conditions dictated by the larger 
companies, 
Charges also were made that the 
corporations purchased more films 
than they needed and also obtained 
exclusive first choice of films. 
Jacob I. Grossman, Assistant United 
States Attorney, said the ruling 
“assures Owners of smaller theaters 
of practically immediate relief from 
present conditions.”

Super said, ‘“‘My opinion 
is that Shelton was not capable of 
managing his affairs when he exe- 
cuted his will.’’ 

“He was dazed, confused and 
mentally depressed when he was 
brought to the hospital.on Sept. 
15, 1929, and he became  pro- 
gressively worse, unable to concen- 
trate and inattentive,” Dr. Soper 
went on. “He was depressed by 
the information given him by other 
physicians that he had only 90 days 
to live and he suffered from melan- 
cholia.”’ 

Shelton’s death was caused by 
myeloma, described by Dr. Soper 
as a rare disease, which attacks the. 
bone structure. When Shelton was 
received at the hospital, Dr. Soper 
said, the disease was in an ad- 
vanced stage, “and the bones in his 
hips, back and skull were hoéney- 
combed. There was also a fracture 
of a vertebra caused by the dis- 
ease.”’

Translation of 
Writing.

BOGOTA, Colombia, April 7.— 


Partial proof that the language of 
the ancient Mayan Indians of Cen- 


tral America was linked with the 
tongues of Asia has been developed 
here by Dr. Herman Walde-Wal- 
degg of the Colombian National Li- 
brary after long study. 

‘Dr. Walde thinks he not only has 
succeeded in deciphering the hiero- 
glyphics of the Mixtecs, cousins of 
the Mayas, but has obtained a 
measure of proof that they used ac- 
tual syllables in their writing in- 
stead of pure picture writing as 
heretofore believed. 

He says the Mixtec writings bear 

definite relations to Chinese, Jap- 
anese and Sanskrit. Should his 
claims be borne out fully by in- 
vestigation, Dr. Walde thinks the 
dragou of China and the feathered 
snake of the American tropics will 
be the key to relationship. 
It was the feathered snake in the 
famous Borgian Codex, which now 
is in the Vatican library, that set 
Dr. Walde on the right track, and 
it was the unexpected task of cata- 
loguing musty volumes in the na- 
tional -library here that enabled 
him to pursue his theory. 

Job in Vatican Library. 

Dr. Walde is an Austrian whose 
father was the powerful Baron 
Waldegg, holder of numerous Aus- 
trian estates before the revolution 
of 1918. Young Walde, who is now 
30, went to Rome and, because he 
spoke 12 modern languages and 
knew something of Asiatic tongues, 
got a position as assistant in the 
Vatican library. 

There he studied the Borgian 
Codex. This document is of deer- 
skin, 30 feet long and two feet 
wide. Tradition says it was found 
in Mexico in the eighteenth century 
and ordered burned as an idola- 
trous object, but was saved and 
smuggled to the Vatican, where it 
was found among the possessions 
of Cardinal Stefano Borgia in 1804. 
It subsequently became a part of 
the Vatican library. 

Many famous archeoiogists have 
worked on its secret symbols in the 
hope that it would prove to be the 
Rosetta, stone Of the new world, 
that is it would furnish a key to 
the hidden history of the Mayas, 
just as the Rosetta stone led to the 
decipherment of Egyptian hfero- 
glyphics. The consensus has been 
that it was merely a conglomera- 
tion of astronomical signs without 
word meaning. 

How He Made Discovery. 
When Dr. Walde was asked to 
become assistant librarian here he 
kept the Codex in mind. His task 
here was to help bring order out of 


National Library. In his work‘ he 
was jucky enough to find four dic- 
tionaries of Indian languages. They 
had been carefully compiled by 
Catholic missionaries trying to con- 
vert the bronzed men of the jungle 
in the days of the conquistadores. 

At. first Dr. Walde met with no 
success when he applied the words 
in the dictionaries to a photostatic 
copy of the Codex, but, noting the 
frequency of the feathered snake 
and its similarity to the dragon, 
he tried Sanskrit, Chinece and Jap- 
anese. Results came quickly. 

The feathered snake is the great 
creator God of the Mayas and 
originally was Kukulcan. Kukul is 
their word for the Quetzal bird and 
can means snake. The Mixtecs, and 
Toltecs, who perpetuated and ve- 
neered the Mayan religion, literally 
translated Kukulcan into Quetzal- 
coatl, or Ketzalcoatl, and he became 
the primary God of most Indians. 
The first part of the word signifies 
heaven, through its bird root,rand 
earth through its smake root. 

Likewise, in China, the serpent 
with wings, or dragon, is considered 
a union between heaven and earth, 
but the difference is that Quetzal- 
coatl is a God of virtue, while the 
dragon is one of wrath. 

Evolves 100 Syllables. 

Applying:-the Key syllables found 
in the missionaries’ dictionaries, 
Dr. Walde started deciphering the 
Borgian Codex and was astonished 
to find recurring syllables in it, too. 
For many months he pored over 
the photostat and finaMy evolved 
more than 100 syllables, 84 of 
which he believes he can translate. 

Thus he broke the snake-bird 
god’s name into the syllables ke- 
tza-l-co-a-tl, and went on until he 
could translate the first phrases of 


Ahe Codex, thus: 


“When Ketzalcoatl, God and re- 
warder of mankind, came first to 
earth, he taught’ Dr. Walde 
thinks the word “sacrifice” comes 
next, since an eagle absorbing 
blood is the next character in the 
codex. 

“IT am certain,” he said, “that 
the signs of the Mixtecs will give 
me the bases for decipherment of 
the Mayan hieroglyphics with 
which I think they have close re- 
lationship, both, most probably 
having the same origin. 

“Then would come the proof of 
the link between Mayan and Asiat- 
ic tongues. Somewhere, some day, 
I am convinced that a definite con- 
clusion will be proved between 
them. 

“And somewhere, I feel certain, 
some ancient priestly historian 
wrote the story of that connection, 
I hope I may have the good for- 
tune to assist in reading that his-

DANUBIAN ACCORD 


Conference Called to Con- 
sider Economic Problems 
of Middle Europe Will 


Adjourn Tomorrow. 


By the Asticiated Press. 

LONDON, April 7.—-The four- 
Power conference called to con- 
sider the economic problems of the 
Danubian states will adjourn to- 
morrow without having come to an 
agreement, it was announced to- 
night. 

On the face of it the conference 
appears to have failed. but in the 
British view it did reach an agree- 
ment in large measure, 

The hitch came when Germany 
and Italy declined to waive their 
rights under most-favored-nation 
treaties so that the Danubian states 
could make fiscal arrangements 
among themselves for the restora- 
tion of normal commerce. 

Frime Minister MacDonald, who 
called this conference, said he was 
as optimistic as ever about work- 
ing out a plan to solve the crisis in 
middle Europe. 

The adjourned conference is ex- 
pected to come together again in 
the near future at Geneva. 

A high British authority issued 
a denial of newspaper reports in 
Berlin that Prime Minister Mac- 
Donald and Premier Tardieu of 
France had discussed reparations 
and war debts at their meeting over 
the last week-end and that as a 
result an announcement may be 
expected at the Lausanne confer- 
ence in June that so far as Europe 
is concerned reparations payments 
will be; ended, 


No Confirmation of Reparations 
Report in Berlin. 
By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, April 7.—The Foreign 
Office was deeply interested today 
in reports from England that as a 
result of the conference between 
Prime Minister MacDonald and 
Premier Tardieu it is likely that 
the Lausanne conference in June 
will declare an end to reparations 
payments umong the European 
countries. In the absence of Chan- 
cellor Bruening, however, there 
was no confirmation for the re- 
ports. 

“We conceive our task at Laus- 
anne to be that of furnishing proof 
for the Chancellor’s assertion that 
Germany simply cannot continue to 
pay reparations,” said a Foreign 
Office spokesman. “We are confi- 
dent that we will Le able to con- 
vince our creditors of our inability 
to pay. What our creditors will do 
in their capacity as debtors to the 
United States is their business.’’ 
Dr. Hermann Dietrich, Finance 
Minister, said in a speech last 
night that “everybody knows we 
can’t go on paying reparations and 
the Lausaine conference, therefore, 
must make a far-reaching  deci- 
sion.”

50 DEAD, MANY MISSING 
IN FLOODS IN RUMANIA

— Fifty persons are dead and many 
missing as a result of disastrous

The grizzly bears 
had forsaken their vigorous activities to 
enjoy the beauty of the day. With con- 
siderable eclat, the brown bears strutted 
back and forth as if to express their 
pride in the two little cubs that were 
born to one of their “ladies” recently, 
and which disported themselves in child- 
like antics, much to the amusement of 
their gallery. 

The sea lions barked harshly, but less 
sadly than usual.

Court measure have been laboring to get the commit- 
tee to report. The committee voted, by 11 to 9, at its 
March 2 meeting, to defer the report until Apri) 15. 
That date is near at hand, only one Wednesday, the 
committee’s meeting day, intervening before the spec- 
ified day. The excuse for postponing the question 
‘for consideration in the Senate has been the emer- 
gency legislation which has occupied that body. That 
excuse is no longer valid. 

Various tactics have been 2mployed to continue 
postponement of the report. They are typified by 
the Pittman resolution now before the committee, 
proposing to defer action on the protocols until all 
the member nations of the Court have been asked 
‘whether they consider that the fifth reservation is 
unimpaired by the Root formula. Since this has al- 
ready been done, the resolution is ridiculous. The 
fifth reservation stands as passed by the Senate, but 
the Root formula provides a procedure by which it 
may be determined whether or not the United States 
objects to an advisory opinion because it has am in- 
terest in the case, and whether or not it has a real 
interest. It is merely a matter of procedure. Under 
the Root formula, there may be an exchange of views 
and an agreement with regard to the advisory opin- 
ion; but if the League persists and the United States 
still objects, we may withdraw from the Court. The 


United States, with a far better chance of enforcing 
our objection to any advisory opinion than we have 
now. Mr. Root has made this very clear to the com- 
mittee. 

If the committee persists in postponing its report, 
the Senate will be unable to pass on the protocols this 
session, and the issue will be thrown again into the 
presidential election. It has been an issue for a long 
time, and all the evidence points to a definite popular 
decision in favor of the adoption of the protocols. 
Nearly every form of popular organization has in- 
dorsed the Court, including those of farm, labor, the 
law, the church and others. There is no valid excuse 
for furthes delay. We cannot find any reason for 
continued postponement except the determination of 
the bitter-enders on the Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee to prevent the Senate from taking a vote on the 
protocols and thus settling the question. 

The situation is becoming disgraceful. The com- 
mittee is ignoring the sound legislative theory that 
matters of importance should not be arbitrarily re- 
tained in the hands of a committee and withheld 
from decision by the Senate, but should be submitted 
to-the Senate for action.

SWOLLEN PUBLIC SCHOOL COSTS. 
The time has come for the St. Louis public to 
consider whether it-wants to pay for all the educa- 
tional and kindred services rendered by the Board 
of Education. Disregarding capital expenditures for 
land and buildings, the apnual cost of operating the 
public schools has-risen from $87.65 per pupil in 
1921-22 to $126.50 in 1930-31—a rise of 44 per cent. 

School officials attribute the swollen costs largely 
to public demand for more and better service from 
the school system. Parents are eager to have the 
range of instruction broadened. Adults, tdo, have 
been taking growing advantage of the special serv- 
ices of the board. Some of the increases in costs, 
such as the revision of teachers’ pay to a living 
scale, have been inevitable; but the people ought 
to say whether many of the new things in educa- 
tion are wanted badly enough for them to foot the 
bills. In addition, it cannot be doubted that some 
economies could be effected by the Board of Educa- 
tion without curtailing activities. 

One of the outstanding reasons for the growing 
cost of.public education is the fact that children are 


instruction in the high school grades is more ex- 
pensive than in the elementary. Nothing can be 
done about this tendency, but perhaps some of the 
things which make the secondary grades more ex: 
pensive can be cut down. Attendance at the costly 
teachers’ colleges has grown. The Bureau of Munic- 
ipal Research and the Real Estate Exchange have 
questioned the necessity of these institutions, in view 
of the teacher training offered »y State and private 
schools in Missouri. School officials insist that the 


eliminate the addition, made in recent years, of a 
general junior college department. ‘Fhe modern in- 
novation of vocational schools, the extension of eve- 
ning schools for youths and adults, and many other 
things have combined to swell the costs of education. 

The Board of Education has reached a crucial time 
in its finances. It has no surplus funds for new 
buildings now and is not sure ‘how far the funds 
will go for operating expenses in the coming year 
if the present wide scope is to be maintained. 
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ADJUSTED COMPENSATION AND THE LEGION. 
While not the only veterans’ organization, the 
American Legion is generally regarded as their most 
authoritative and dependable spokesman.

He added that Le- 
gionnaires, as much as they would like to have the 
money, realize the Government is not in position to 
pay it. How sensible this view is, contrasted with 
that of Representative Patman, who wants to isstie 
what in effect would be fiat money to pay off the 
adjusted compensation certificates, which are not 
due until 1945, but upon which 50 per cent of face 
value may be borrowed.

A Whole View of the Crisis 


By Walter Lippmann. 


MIDST the anxieties of these days, the 
A hardest of all things is to see events in 

their proportion and in their perspective, 
For never in our own lives, perhaps never 
in all history, have such multitudes of hu- 
man beings had to make conscious decisions 
on such.vast and complicated issues. Our 
minds falter in the effort to read all the 
news, to relate the visible events of the day 
to the invisible springs of action; the pres- 
sure/of our own interests, of our immediate 
experiences, df our personal preoccupations, 
imposes a bias upon our judgments. 

It may be that it is beyond the power of 
the human mind to comprehend so intricate 
a drama played on so vast a stage: it may 
be that the action has no plot we can dis- 
cern but that 


We are here as on a darkling plain 

Swept with confused alarms of struggle 
and flight 

Where ignorant armies clash by night. 


Yet we should be like the ants, who also 
live in a complex social order which they 
do not understand, did we not continually 
make the effort to arrive at sgme kind of 
picture, composed by the play of reason and 
knowledge and imagination upon expe- 
rience, portraying as a whole the events of 
which all our special interest. are a part. 
The ablest effort of this kind that I know 
of is in a book which has just been pub- 
lished by Sir Arthur Salter. It is called 
“Recovery: The Second Effort.”’ 

The special quality of this book is its per- 
spective and proportion, and it might fairly 
be said of it, I think, that nothing dealing 
with the world crisis has yet been written 
which so nearly represents the consensus of 
informed opinion throughout the world. No 


specialist would subscribe to every item of | 


it. But if a congress of the experts were 
assembled from all the Western nations in 
order to write a report as to where we are, 
and why, and what should ve done about it, 
I believe this book would come very near 
to expressing the views on which there is 
the most general agreement. 

It would not meet the same reception in 
the legislatures of the world nor among the 
voters. For there it would be discovered 
that Sir Arthur Salter is resolutely con- 
vinced that we are living in a world economy 
and that the ‘crisis cannot be overcome 
without concerted action on the part of the 
leading nations. The reader of the book 
will, therefore, have it brought home to 
him how wide is the chasm which separates 
the common opinion of the expert from the 
prevailing opinions of electorates and their 
spokesmen. se ‘ 

In his own country Sir Arthur will prob- 
ably be charged with a lack of fervor for 
imperial protectionism; in France, the na- 
tionalists will call him pro-German, and in 
Germany, the nationalists will no doubt call 


him one of the villains of Versailles. Ih 
_the United States he will certainly be set 
down by Mr. Hearst as an internationalist 
and-an agent of the international bankers. 
Yet a few years hence the views he has 
summarized ‘will, I think, in their general 
outline seem so obviously true that men will 
wonder why they were so bitterly repudi- 
ated. . 
I do not mean that there is any assurance 
that the world will adopt the genera! pro- 


gram of debt adjustment, economic reform,. 


tariff reduction, monetary arrangement and 
political stabilization that Sir Arthur has 
assembled. The world is just as likely to re- 
sist his remedies and liquidate the crisis by 
the processes of default, bankruptcy and a 
general lowering of the standard of life. 
But the general view of things which he 
has sketched will gradually be learned, not 
by the contagion of reason perhaps, but by 
the experience of suffering. 

The history of public opinion since 1914 
shows how the moderate, liberal and objec- 
tive view has survived the prejudices which 
seemed to overwhelm it. Who does not re- 
member the days when to doubt the sole 
guilt of Germany was a foul and dangerous 
heresy? Or the days somewhat later, when 
to question the wisdom of the Treaty of 
Versailles was to be pro-German? Or the 
time when to support the League was to be 
in the clutches of British imperialists? Or 
the next wave of hysteria when to oppose 
armed intervention in Russia was to invite 
the attention of the inquisition against the 
Bolsheviks? Or the time when to oppose 
armed intervention in Mexico was disrep- 
utable? Or the time when the politicians 
anxiously debated whether they dared to 
denounce the Ku Klux Klan? 

Anyone who has lived through an era in 
which to take a liberal view of internationa] 
relations was to be denounced successively 
as pro-German, pro-British, pro-Bolshevik, 
pro-bandit, anti-Catholic and an efnissary 
of the Pope, will look with the equanimity 
of a, seasoned veteran upon the newest 
phobia about internationdHsts and interna- 
tional bankers. He will recognize that in- 
tolerance is hydra-headed and that in an 


. age of profound dislocation it has enormous 


vitality. For intolerance is nourished by 
bewilderment and stimulated by fear. 

In resisting the intolerance of the fright- 
ened nationalists, he will be greatly helped 
by retaining in his mind a comprehensive 
and generous conception of the world to 
which he belongs. At the present moment 
he can do no better than to read Sir Arthur 
Salter’s book. He will find there the 
considered judgments of an informed, of a 
patient, Sf a just and of a courageous mind, 
and when he lays down the book he will 
feel that he has been in communication with

WQULD ACQUIRE MISSISSIPPI 
FLOWAGE RIGHTS AT START 


Hawes Proposes Government Ob- 
tain Land Before Building 
Flood Control System. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 7.—Acqui- 
sition by the. Government of flow- 
age rights of way before building 
sections of the Mississippi flood 
control plan between Cape Girar- 
deau, Mo., and head of passes on 
the lower river, was called for to-- 
day in a bill by Senator Hawes 
(Dem.), Missouri. 

The measure stipulates that the 
Government can begin work on 
any project, however, after con- 
demnation proceedings have been 
started. Value of the land involved 
would be fixed by a board of threé" 
appointed by the court hearing the 
case. 

Where it is held impracticable to 
construct protective works, thus 
leaving areas open to flood menace, 
the bill would require the Govern- 
ment to obtain either absolute own- 
ership of the land or  flowage 
rights. 

The same provision would be ex- 
tended to land lying between the 
river and setback levees, and would 
be retroactive. 

Compensation would be required 
for all property used, damaged or 
destroyed in carrying out the flood

“BEAU BRUMMEL” IN 
SOVIET FOREIGN OFFICE 


L. M. Karakhan Keeps Well 
Tailored Through Revolt and 
Famine. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, April 7.—I. M. 


Karakhan, the Soviet Official in- 
trusted with handling the delicate 


relations between Russia and Japan 
in Manchuria, is the dandy of the 
Soviet Foreign Service. He has 
been there since establishment of 
the new regime in -Russia and, 
throug’ revolution and famine, al- 
ways managed to maintain a well- 
tailored appearance. 

Soviet Russia, bordering its gar- 
risons increased in the Far East 
and showing great uneasiness about 
the close approach of Japanese 
forces to Siberian territory, has 
warned Japan that any invasion 
of Russian territory will be resist- 
ed. It is a ticklish situation, but 
the ‘immaculately groomed Kara- 
khan and his associates are ac- 
customed to ticklish situations. 

Karakhan is an Armenian, a 
lawyer, ah accomplished linguist 
who speaks six languages, Ee is 
43 years old, wears a closely trim- 
med van dyke and flothes with a 
Bond Street air. H@is so cosmo- 
politan in his bearing that he seems 
equally at home in any European 
capital. 

His Activities in China. 

He was the first diplomatic rep- 
resentative of Moscow in Peiping 
after China granted much-belated 
recognition to.the Soviet Govern- 
ment in 1924. 

Karakhan’s stay of two years in 
Peiping was a busy one. Diplo- 
mats of other Foreign Powers re- 
sisted the Soviet occupation of ‘the 
old Russian Embassy in the lega- 
tion quarter. He left China before 
Communist activities became 60 
heated in South China that Chang 
Tso-lin forced all Soviet officials 
to leave the country. 

In 1921 and 1922 Karakhan was 
head of the Soviet mission at War- 
saw, and he has attended various 
international conferences through- 
out Europe. He is primarily an 
Oriental expert, however. 

He is now Vice Coenmissar of 
Foreign Affairs in Moscow, in 
charge of the Foreign Office dur- 
ing the absence of Commissar 
Maxim Litvinoff, who is attending 
the Geneva disarmament confer- 
ence. 

‘For several years he has been 
negotiating with the Nanking Gov- 
ernment for a settlement of the 
difficulties existing between Mos- 
cow and China over the adminis- 
tration of the Chinese Eastern 
Railway, which they own and oper- 
ate jointly. Now all those negotia- 
tions are blown up and Karakhan 
is negotiating with the Japanese- 
controlled Government at Chang- 
chun, which has taken control of 
Manchuria. 

Won't Recognize Pu-yi. 

He has recognized the new Chi- 
nese Eastern Railway officers ap- 
pointed by Henry Pu-yi’s Govern- 
ment to succced Nanking officials, 
but made it clear that in accepting 
these new officials Moscow did not 
grant formal recognition to the in- 
dependent state which has come 
into existence. 

Soviet Russia, under Karakhan’s 
direction, has moved with caution 
in an effort to keep the Chinese 
Eastern Railway operating. It is 
the chief feeder of Vladivostok, im- 
portant Siberian port. 

Already its operation has been 
greatly upset by the fighting be- 
and 
Japanese forces along the stretch 
east of Harbin. If this line goes out 
Soviet Russia must depend on its 
long. and slow trans-Siberian 
branth, which runs entirely in Rus- 
sian territory north of Manchuria. 

Karakhan has grudgingly per- 
mitted Japan to use the Chinese 
Eastern Railway for military pur- 
poses: under the strict pledge that 
Japan will not give any support to 
anti-Bolshevist Russians in Chinese 
territory.
